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Text of Reply of Entente Allies 
To President Wilson’s Peace Note 


Washington, January 11.—The en- 
tente allies, replying to President Wil- 
son’s peace note in a joint communi- 
cation, express the belief that it is 
impossible at the present moment to 
attain a peace that will assure them 
reparation, restitution and such guar- 
antees as they consider are essential. 

In a separate note the Belgian gov- 
ernment expresses its desire fur peace 
but declares it could only accept a set- 
tlement which would assure it repara- 
tion and security in the future. 

Soth of the communicatiors. made 
pudlic by the state department tonight, 
are dated January 16, and were trans- 
mitted in translations from the French 
texts through Ambassador Sharp at 
Paris. 

The translation of the French text of 
the entente note, as cabled by Ambas- 
sador Sharp, at Paris, follows: 

“The allied governments have re- 
ceived the note which was delivered 
to them in the name of the govern- 
ment of the United States on the 19th 
of December, 1916. They have ‘studied 
it with the care imposed upon them, 
both by the exact realization which 
they have of the gravity of the hour | 
and by the sincere friendship which at- 
taches them to the American people. 


HEARTILY FAVOR 


|'LEAGUE FOR PEACE. 


“In a general way they wish to de- 
clare that they pay tribute to the eleva- 
tion of the sentiment with which the 
American note is inspired, and that 
they associate themselves with all their 
hopes with,the project for the creation 
of a league of nations to insure peace 
and justice throughout the world. They 
recognize all the advantages for the 
cause of humanity and civilization, 
which @he institution of international 
agreem@nts, destined to avoid violent 
conflicts between nations would pre- 
vent; agreements which must imply the 
sanctions necessary to insure their ex- 
ecution and thu's to prevent an appar- 
ent security from only facilitating new 
aggressions. But a discussion of future 
arrangements destined to insure an en- 
during peace presu gea a satisfac- 
tory settlement of t actual conflict; 
the allies heave aa.profound a desire as 


The action of the committee in cut- 
ting out apportionments requested by 
department heads touches every de- 
partment in the city governinent.

“The alliés are fully aware of the 
losses and suffering which the war 
causes to neutrals as well as to bellig- 
erents, and they deplore them; but they 
do not hold themselves responsible for 
them, having in no way either willed 
or provoked this war, and they strive 
to reduce these damages in the meas- 
ure compatible with the inexorable ex- 
igencies of their defense against the 
violence &1f@the wiles of the enemy. 


\NO SIMILARITY 
BETWEEN PURPOSES. 


“It is with satisfaction, therefore, 
that they take note of the declaration 
that the American communication is in 
no wise associated in its origin with 
that of the central powers transmitted 
on the 18th of December by the gov- 
ernment of the United States. They 
did not doubt moreover the resolution 
of that government to avoid even the 
appearance of a support, even moral, 
of the authors responsible for the war. 

‘The allied governments believe that 
they must protest in the most friendly, 
but in. the.most specific manner against 
the assimilation established in the 
American note between the two groups 
of belligerents; this assimilation, based 
upon public declarations by the central 
powers, is in direct opposition to the 
evidence, both as regards responsibility 
for the past arfd’'asS concerns guaran- 
tees for the future.

Is it neces- 
sary to recall the horrors which accom- 
panied the invasion of Belgium and of 
Serbia, the atrocious regime imposed 
upon the invaded countries, the mas- 
sacre of hundreds of thousands of in- 
offensive Armenians, the  barbarities 
perpetrated against the population of 
Syria, the raids of Zeppelins on open 
towns, the destruction by submarines 
of passenger steamers and of mer- 
chantmen even under neutral flags, the 
cruel treatment inflicted wpon prison- 
ers of war, the juridical murders of 
Miss Cavell, of Captain Fryatt, the de- 
portation and the reduction to slavery 
of civil populations, et cetera?

Allies’ Demands. 

The entente reply makes 
‘designation of its terms of peace, 
which includes the _ restoration of 
Belgium, of Serbia and of Mon- 
tenegro and complete reparation for 
the damage they sustained, and the 
evacuation of the invaded territories of 
France, Russia and Rumania, with such 
reparation as is considered just. 

The terms also require the libera- 
tion of Italians, Slavs, Rumantans and 
Czech slaves from foreign domination. 

While Russia’s claim to Constansi- 
nople is not specifically alluded to, the 
Turkish clause is considered indirect- 
ly to mean the replacement of Turkey 
by Russia at the Dardanelles. The 
assurance of Emperor Nicholas of Rus 
sia concerning Poland are also in- 
dorsed. The retirement of the Turkish 
empire from Europe is also required. 
The terms also provide for the reor- 
ganization of Europe, guaranteed by a 
stable regime and founded upon «he re- 
spected nationalities and the full Ib- 
erty and security of all great and small 
nations, 

While Alsace and Lorraine and the 
Italian Tyrol are not specifically nam- 
ed, yet the terms require the restitu- 
tion of territories previously severed 
from allied nations by force or con- 
trary to the wishes of their popula- 
tions. This is considered clearly to re- 
fer to Alsace and Lorraine and the 
jtalian Tyrol. 

German Note a Surprise. 

The German nute to neutrals, pub- 
lished simuRManeously with the entente 
reply, came as a distinct surprise. It 
promptly was characterized by the en- 
tente diplomats as a carefully prenared 
and timed address to the world calcu- 
lated to, offset the entente statement 
of aims and purposes. 

The entente note is regarded as one 
of the most delicate and carefully writ- 
ten diplomatic documents the war has 
produced. Officials were loath to dis- 
cuss even its broad aspects before they 
had had time to study it with the ut- 
most care.

Not Much Left Turks. 


The enfranchisement of populations 
a@ubject to the “bloody tyranny of the 
Turks” is said to apply to Arabia, part 
of which has already declared its inde- 
pendence under allied control; Armenia, 
most of which is occupied by Russian 
troops, and Syria, the southern tip of 
which British troops:from Suez have 
just reached. It is felt that if the 
Turks were also driven from Europe 
only a small part of their empire would 
be left. 

Deep interest also centered in the 
section proposing the “expulsion from 
ems of the Ottoman empire” and 
the failure to mention what govern- 
ment would take its place at Constan- 
tinople. That city with its control of 
the Dardanelles has been one of the 
prime keynotes of the war and was 
formally stated by former Premier 
Trepoff to have been promised by the 
allies to Russia. Whether the omis- 
sion marks any change of policy 
lack of agreement, or whether it was 
made to emphasize the attitude toward 
the Turk, is unexplained. 

Germany and her allies, {t was stat- 
ed here tonight, néver will agree to 
terms similar to those in the entente 
note. Unforeseen developments or some 
brought about by measures by the 
United States, German diplomats feel, 
can alone shortén the war. It was re- 
iterated that upon no condition would 
Germany part with Alsace-Lorraine, 
which she considers a part of Germany 
proper. German comment was especial- 
ly bitter upon that part of the note in 
which indemnities and reparations are 
mentioned. The German view was that 
the allies have in their note demon- 
strated an intention to get back the 
territory they have lost and keep that 
which they have gained. 

One Hopefal Passage. 

Only one hopeful passage was found 
in German quarters. This was the 
declaration of a desire above all “to in- 
sure a peace upon the principles of lib- 
erty and justice.” Such a peace, it was 
declared, was what was wanted by 
Germany. 

The possibility that President Wilson 
might see fit to communicate to the 
central powers the terms of the entente 
allies was considered in German quar- 
ters and’it was felt that in such an 
event it was well within the range of 
possibilities fhat. Germany and her al- 
lies might then‘say they would be 
willing at least to discuss those terms 
unacceptable as they are at a confer- 
ence. While the opinion prevails that 
should President Wilson desire to con- 
tinue the negotiations the note offers 
an opportunity for him todo so. At the 
same time, it is felt in German quar- 
ters that the president is free to drop 
the matter for a time if he chooses, 

With reference to suggestions that 
failure to secure peace at this time 
would be followed by a new outbreak of 
submarine warfare, it was again de- 
clared at the German embassy that 
Germany would upon no condition per- 
mit violation of pledges to the United 
‘States. This statement commanded 
close attention in view of the note to 
neutrals and the German admiralty con- 
tention that armed merchantmen are 
in reality warships. The jphrase in 
President Wilson’s note that neutrality 
was becoming intolerable and the later 
explanation by Secretary Lansing that 
this country might be foreed against 
its desire into the war were recalled 
in this connection as indicating the 
fear in.official minds here as to the re- 
sults of a ruthless struggle between 
two great forces.

A high northwest wind caused the 
flames to spread rapidly through the 
flimsy structures that made up the 
plant. The company’s fire brigade tried 
vainly to cheek the fire, and within a 
few minutes warning was given and 
the employees fled for their lives. 

The flames leaped from building to 
building, which were filled with shells 
awaiting shipment. There was a con- 
tinuous’ roar as the flaming missiles 
flew high into the air and exploded. 
Soon the entire eighty acres which the 
plant occupied seemed to be covered 
with a sheet of flames. Dense black 
smoke covered the countryside for 
miles. 

Buildings within a radius of two 
miles were shaken and almost all their 
windows were shattered. Many struc. | 
tures were badly damaged by falling 
shells and several were set on fire. 

There was a literal reign of ter- 
ror throughout Union township, in 
which the plant is situated. 

Sheriff’s deputies and police from 
Kingsland, Lyndhurst, Rutherford, East 
Rutherford and other places surround- 
ed the plant and gradually spread out 
for a distance of two miles in all di- 
en warning the residents of their 
peril. 

Refugees Throng Roads. 

Within an hour after the fire start- 
ed the highways were filled with refu- 
gees, men, women and children.

riages.

BERLIN NOW AND 

FIVE YEARS AGO. 

This journey to Berlin was not my first; 
five years earlier Il had paid a short visit 
to Berlin, stopping there about four weeks. 
l had some idea how Berlin 
looked in times of peace. But even before I 
reached the German capital I began to ob- 
serve mighty changes wrought in the em- 
pire. 

The first thing that attracted my atten- 
tion was the sad-looking train crew that 
gave one the impression’ that Germany had 


| gathered her “drift-wood”’ humanity to man

and Berlin. 


And this was about 16 months 


ago. The strange contrast in the ages of 


'our train crew was pitifully noticeable. They

My own calculation was that perhaps the 
former German junker spirit and demeanor 
was the same, so far as the former regular 
professional soldiery was concerned. ‘these 
new officers whom I observed mixing with 
the common soldiers were of recent promotion 
from the common people. I would not be 
overstating if I say that in Germany today 
the element that so ruthlessly preached the 
gospel of junkerdom is exterminated. This 
was 16 months ago. Today, it is still dif- 
ferent. 

The soldier who sat with me on the same 
seat started the conversation. He was a 
man of about 35 or 38 years of age, but hav- 
ing a full-grown beard appeared to be 50.

have a great virtue—or perhaps it is a vice— 
of believing everything their government 
hands Out to them. . 

For instance: | later found out that 
there are very few Germans—even teday— 
in Germany who would believe that ‘Ihe 
Battle of the Marne” resulted in the defeat 
of the German arms, They were told in 
their official bulletins that tne higher com- 
mand had decided to halt their furtner march 
to Paris for the purpose of immediately pun- 
Today, you can not make 
—even intelligent Germans—believe other- 
wise. “Germany can not be defeated;” they 
all believe this religiously. 

But “Germany is being starved;” Germa- 
ny is beginning to realize this even if they 
do not admit it yet. 

Il reached Berlin about 11 o’clock in the 
morning. I had left my baggage at my 
lodging house at Aix la Chapelle, so 1 was 
not incumbered with bundles in my hand. 
Our train arrived at the new station. This 
new station was hardly finished. People 
were still busy working on the interior fin- 
ishings. I noticed most of the workers were 
women. I later found out that the oid sta- 
tion was exclusively given over to the mili- 
tary authorities, for the purpose of using it 
exclusively for the handling of the troop 
trains. 

Civilians arriving or leaving Berlin were

When I reached outside of the 
myself seized with a sort of 
The great German metropolis, the 
mighty capital of the German empire, the 
very heart of the Teutonic people, had the 
appearance of a back-country town.

Standing outside the new station and look- 
ing at the avenues leading to it I saw not 
one private.or public motor car. Here and 
there a motor car dashed through the streets 
at an unusually great speed; but these were 
This was sixteen months 
ago. Today even military motors are scarce. 
GERMANY 
CAVING IN. 

Germany is caving in. Germany will come 
down with a terrific crash. 1 have just 
portrayed for my readers what I saw in Ber- 
lin 16 months ago; then the war was about 
16 months old. ‘Today things are worse and 
that Germany still is able to 
avoid and postpone the crash. 

Sixteen months ago | found ancient vehicles 

resurrected from junk heaps. I found the 
drivers or these carriages old men and the 
horses that were hitched to them were lean 
and made one fear that they might drop any 
minute; they looked like huge livmg car- 
| toons. Today, there are very few carriage 
| drivers—male drivers—in the city of Berlin. 
| Women have replaced the majority of the old 
| male drivers—who are now mostly doing 
| garrison duty—and women are driving elec- 
i tric cars. 
Seven-tenths of the Berlin electric sys- 
| tem has been discontinued; the overhead 
; Wires have been taken by the government, as 
they need copper very badly for making 
munitions. 

While at Aix la Chappelle I had carefully 
studied the map of Berlin, so that it did not 
become necessary for me to approach any 
police officer. ;

It was lunch 
time. About twenty-five of the staff were 
listening to-him when he finished his vitri- 
olic denunciation of the Prussian capital- 
ism with these words: “They were going 
to get a place for us in the sun; they were 
going to steal our neighbors’ wealth—but 
what did they actually get for us?—a place in

Germany is starving, but Germany has 
faith; faith in themselves. Their firm belief 
in their invincibility is helping them to endure 
hardships and privations that no other race 
would endure. 

The German people want peace. But the 
German people still believe that they are 
victors. he majority of the German people 
still believe that it is in the power of their 
government to obtain peace at any time and 
they actually wonder why their government 
is not a little more magnanimous to their 
enemies. Will their government tell them 
the truth? 


IVAN E. ALLEN OUTLINES 1917 POLICY 
FOR ATLANTA CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


“Ivan E. Allen, who succeeds V. H. Krieg- 
shaber as president of the chamber of com- 
merce, outlined the policy of that organiza- 
tion for 1917 last night at the annual ban- 
quet at the Piedmont hotel.

support of each and every member and his 
good lady who sits with us for the first time 
and is thirty-three times welcome. 

“An organization such as this is always 
called upon to justify its existence by service 
to the community.’ [ feel sure that each of 
you realize this and understand that every 
achievement of the chamber that benefits 
the city and section, benefits the citizens and 
business interests of Atlanta in a just pro- 
portion, 

“Much has taken place during the last 
year upon which our chamber may congrat- 
ulate itself. Its ability to meet the needs 
of the great and growing regional district 
which brought it into being many years ago, 
was never greater or fuller of potential pos- 
sibilities than now—1917.

WITH TICK ERADICATED, 
COUNTY IN MISSISSIPPI 
GAINS $50,000 IN YEAR 


In a single county in Mississippi, which 
put an end to the tick by dipping, the local 
cattle raisers gained $50,000 in one year, de- 
clared Dr. J. A.- Barger, federal inspector in 
charge of Mississippi, to the conference on 
tick® eradication in session in the federal 
building yesterday. In another county, he 
added, the elimination of the tick caused 
farm lands to mount rapidly to the old values 
prevailing before the invasion of the boll 
weevil. 

So apparent were these benefits that the 
legislature passed a state-wide stock eradi- 
cation law, making dipping compulsory in all 
the counties of the state. “Forty-five hun- 
dred dipping vats will be put into commis- 
sion soon after March 1,” he said, “and more 
than 750,000 cattle dipped regularly twice a 
month.” i 

The expectation was that, at the close 
of 1917, the entire state of Mississippi will 
be freed from quarantine with the result 
that every cattle raiser could ship his cat- 
tle to outside markets without any tick re- 
strictions. 

Dr. Barger gave a brief resume of the 
wonderful results, in the introduction and 
breeding of high-bred cattle, which had fol- 
lowed tick eradication in Mississippi. 

Dr. B. O. Minge spoke on the organisa- 
tion of forces for a tick eradication campaign 
at the afternoon session. His paper elicited 
much general discussion. The delegates then 
took up the matter of clean-up work in re- 
leased counties, hearing papers from Dr. H. 
B. Hood and Dr. O. L. Beeney. 

The conference will be concluded Friday.

MADE BY PLAYERS 


Unless the Magnates Yield 
There Will Be No Need of 
Training Camps, Asserts 
President Fultz. 


New York, January 11.—The Baseball 
Players’ fraternity, through its presi- 
dent, David L. Fultz, today threw down 
the gauntlet to organized baseball and 
declared that unless the magnates 
agreed to the requests of the frater- 


camps this spring. 

As evidence of the earnest intent 
the fraternity to fight for what it 
terms its just rights, the organization

would stand with the fraternity until 
given the word that would permit of 
a contract acceptance, 

Statement by Fultz. 

President Fultz’s statement in part 
follows: 

‘The report that Harry F. Sallee recently 
signed a contract with the New York Giants 
has been investigated by the fraternity and 
found to be true, Sallee was a member 
the fraternity and voluntarily pledged him- 
sell, with between six and seven 
other players not to enter into a contract 
until he was instructed to do so, after our 
requests to organized ball had received prop- 
er consideration. As no consideration what- 

er has been given our requests to the board, 
and as Saltlee acted in direct: violation of 

pledge, he was today expelled from the 
faternity. This is the necessary result 
any such act and no exceptions can be made. 
Sallee now stands discredited among ball 
players as a man who broke his word and 
who would not stick with his people. 

“It has been reported that Ritter, Sand- 
berg and Witterstaetter have also signed. 
Witterstaetter has not signed and the re- 
port was evidently given out for the effect 
it would have on other players.

AMATEUR GOLF RULE 


Course Construction Called 
Professionalism--Explanation 
Made of Quimet Case. 


New York, January 11.—In an ad- 
denda to his annual report for the 
year ending November 30, 1916, which 
secretary Iloward F. Whitney will 
‘submit to the twenty-third annual 
i meeting of the United States Golf as- 
sociation here tomorrow night, it will 
‘be shown that at a regular meeting 
of the executive committee held at the 
Merion Cricket club, September §8, 
1916, it Was voted to amend section 
\7 of the by-laws referring to acts 
which result in the loss of amateur 
status by striking out the following 
words among the exceptions: “Or to 
laying out, constructing, supervising 
(or giving advice’ concerning the layout, 
construction or upkeep of a golf course 
,;or any part thereof.” The effect be- 
,ing to professionalize a golfer who 
thus aided in preparing a golf course. 

For the purpose, therefore, of mak- 
ing ruling No. 6 plainer and more def- 
inite, the executive committee has vot- 
ed to change it so that it will read as 
‘follows: “6. Engaging in any business 
feconnected with the game of golf 
|wherein one’s usefulness’ or profits 
arise because of skill or prominence 
in the game of golf.” 

In making the latter change the 
| committee does not intend to alter the 
,intent or comprehensiveness of former 
| ruling No. 6 The new wording is 
;}used simply for the purpose of greater 
tclarity and to avoid any impression 
that discrimination is intended petween 
‘employer and employee. 

Referring to the amateur rule, the 
report states further: “Despite agita- 
‘'tioi! and much effort in certain locall- 
| ties to prevent the carrying out of the 
‘instructions voted by the delegates at 
‘the last annual meeting relative to 
‘the definition of an amateur golfer, 
‘the executive committee has. consist- 
ently enforced the by-laws upon this 
‘subject in every instance where facts 
came to its notice that necessitated 
such action. 

“Kach case has 
(carefully and the rulings of the com- 
mittee have been without eaception 
prompted solely by regard for the un- 
derlying principles that gave rise to 
the adoption of the by-laws as well as 
the evident.intention of the U. S. G. 
A. to maintain the game of golf in 
America according to the highest stan- 
dards of straightforward, gentleman- 
lv sportsmanship. The total number 
of cases that have resulted in a rul- 
ing that declared the individual ineli- 
igible to compete as an amateur have 
been, as was expeceted, few in num- 
ber.”

Asked Only Peace. 

“Previous'to the German ultimatum, 
Belgium only aspired to live upon good 
terms with all her neighbors; she prac- 
ticed with scrupulous loyalty towards 
each one of them the duties imposed 
by her neutrality. In the same manner 
she has been rewarded by Germany for 
the confidence she placed in her.' 
through which, from one day to the 
other, without any plausible reason, 
her neutrality was violated, and the 
chancellor of the empire when an- 
nouncing to the reichtsag this viola- 
tion of right and of treaties, was 
obliged to recognize the iniquity of such 
an act and predetermine that it would 
be repaired. But the Germans, after 
the occupation of Belgium territory, 
have displayed no better observance 
of the rules of international law or the 
stipulations of The Hague convention. 
They have, by taxation, as heavy as 
it is arbitrary, drained the resources 
of the country; they have intentionally 
ruined its industries, destroyed whole 
cities, put to death and imprisoned a 
considerable number of inhabitants, 
Even now, while they are loudly pro- 
claiming their desire to put an end to 
the horrors of war, they increase the 
rigors of the occupation by deporting 
into servitude Belgian workers by the 
thousands. 

“If there is a country which has the 
right to say that it has taken up arms 
to defend its existence, it is assuredly 
Belgium. Compelled to fight or to 
submit to shame, she passionately de- 
sires that an end be brought to the un- 
precedented sufferings of her popula- 
tion. But she could only accept a peace 
which would assure her, as well as 
equitable reparation, security and guar- 
antees for the future.
